T he news this week has been full 
of Premier Kathleen Wynne's 
apology to the province’s 
Indigenous people, for the systemic 
racism and abuse of the residential 
schools. 

Wynne has also made a 
commitment, through 26 new 
initiatives, to ensure this hidden 
chapter of Canadian history is 
included in the school curriculum, to 
provide mental health supports and to 
build a better justice system, through 
a $250 million investment over the 
next three years. 

It's a good start, but there has to be 
follow-through - because ensuring 
that Ontario's First Nations people 
have access to clean water, healthy 
and adequate housing, nutritious 
food, a positive education, and 
job opportunities will benefit all 
Ontarians, and all Canadians. 

First Nations have always insisted 
that "We are all Treaty People.” 

That is, it wasn’t only Aboriginal 
people that signed the treaties, but 
also the colonizing governments and 
representatives of those who settled in 


Canada; it's time we all started to live 
up to our responsibilities. 

It’s time that we started levelling the 
playing field, and with all our talk of 
multiculturalism and diversity, started 
to respect the cultures of our first 
peoples. 

We in Bradford West Gwillimbury 
have a unique opportunity to extend a 
hand of friendship. A group of young 
students from Mishkeegogamang 
First Nations' Missabay Elementary 
School are visiting southern Ontario 
for the first time. They are staying 
in the area, as an introduction to 
the world outside of their northern 
community, which is located near 
Pickle Lake - approximately 1,200 km 
north of Toronto. And on Friday, May 
3, at 6:30 p.m., their hosts and Green 
Valley Alliance Church are holding a 
welcoming barbecue at the church, 
758 Simcoe Rd. 

The hope is that members of the 
community, especially youth, will 
come out to share an evening with the 
young visitors, perhaps strike up new 
friendships, and begin to build links 
between North, and South.

SAFETY FIRST ON SIMCOE ROAD 

To the editor: Most of Bradford’s residents 
have probably noticed the major constmcdon 
project underway on Simcoe Road. 

As local residents, we have suffered the 
traffic delays and the noise, the dust and the 
mud. Along with the poor road conditions that 
existed before construction, we have endured 
low and slow water pressure - and now, new 
road depressions and pot holes. 

We have noticed the reduced efficiency of 
construction output and have condoned the 
increased amount of dust created by the daily 
commuters who have been asked to abide by 
the posted detours, butwho continue to insist 
on using the route. 

So what does this all mean? 

Well, it means that the increased traffic flow on 
the mad, and the delay in construction caused 


by the flow, brings more dust into our homes’ 
fhmaces and air vents, more mud onto our 
driveways and lawns, more inconvenience, 
and risk of danger to constmcdon workers and 
Town officials. 

We residents know personally all of the 
homeowners on Simcoe Road, as well as those 
who reside onGotiviewBlvd., butwe've seen 
that most of the vehicles are NOT local to this 
part of the Town. We see impatient drivers 
complaining to the crew flag-persons, honking 
their horns, performing U-tums and speeding. 

Those signs that the flag people 
courageously hold to direct traffic say SLOW 
and STOP, not SPEED. 

It’s not enough that all the workers not only 
need to endure the heat and humidity, the rain 
and wind, cold and snow, but they also need 
to be extra-vigilant that they don’t get injured 


by impatient motorists - or worse still, injure a 
motorist with their large equipment 
We the local residents still walk our dogs and 
go to our mail boxes, jog or ride our bicycles, 
drive to our jobs and to buy groceries. 

If you the commuter find yourself in an 
emergency scenario, please do use the 
road. If you must use the route for your daily 
commute, please be more respectful of the 
workers, a tittle more safety-minded about the 
school children, and a tittle more thoughtful 


towards the locals. 

And for those Bradfordites that are not 
aware of the schedule, the construction is 
slated to continue well into the fail of 2017. 
Might be a good idea to now contemplate 


months.
